CARE OF THE LAWN MOWERS 


Attention to Small Detail* W ill Great­ 
ly Prolong Usefulness of This 
Needed Summer Utensil. 


Lawn m owers are self-sharpening 
and when they do not cut the grass 
properly It Is because the screws need 
setting, and not because the blades 
aré dull. 
To m ake the lawn mower cut 
smoothly adjust the screws on 
the 
side of the stationary knife or blade. 
Loosen the front screw and tighten 
the back screw, so th at the front 
sharp edge of the stationary blade will 
be raised closer to the rotary blades. 
Then, If the lawn mower is still not 
sharp enough also tighten the screw s 
th at fasten the rotary blades, so th at 
they will be lowered closer to the sta­ 
tionary blade. 
To illustrate: A pair of 
scissors whose screw is loose will 
not cut, but tighten the screw, there­ 
by bringing the blades together, and 
the scissors will cut again. 
Do not 
sharpen a lawm mow'er by filing the 
edges of blades, for If you do you will 
Increase the space between the ro­ 
tary blades and stationary 
blade and 
your lawn m ower will cut worse than 
before you tried to sharpen it. 
Al­ 
though this hint will be new and val­ 
uable to men mostly, by prolonging 
the life of a lawm mower it is a house­ 
hold economy and housewives should 
welcome a hint th at affects household 
expenses favorably.

left over in cutting out the rounds 
can be utilized for a dessert.

When Such Is Not at 
Hand. 


A coat or jacket of any description 
should be kept on * coat hanger— 
when not being worn. 
If a regular 
hanger does not chance to be on hand 
a good substitute can be evolved by 
making a tight roll of w rapping paper 
or newspaper and tying about the cen­ 
ter a string with loops left to hang 
it on the hook. 
Tho paper roll if sufficiently thick 
will keep a coat in 
shape 
nicely. 
Most waists are also better hung up 
than laid in a drawer. 
In traveling it 
is especially convenient to he able 
to fashion good hangers with only a 
few old papers, a bit of string and 
just a m oment’s time and work. 
For traveling the small cases of ex­ 
tension hangers are delightfully com­ 
pact and a great convenience. 
These 
hangers can also be bought separately 
and a bag of silk or dimity made for 
them to be carried in. 


A Flounce Finish. 
To finish the upper edge of a flounce 
on a delicate white frock there is sug­ 
gested a new idea in .a spray of silk 
flowers. 
A long and trailing tendril 
made of a m illiner’s fold of delicate 
pink satin is tacked along the line of 
Joining where the chiffon or tulle is 
fastened to the skirt.
